When duty calls, sometimes 
you have think quickly to save 
a life. 

That's what Bob Puttick did 
last Saturday, pulling a 
woman from her burning car 
on Sunset Drive after she had 
struck a hydro pole. 

Puttick, along with another 
volunteer firefighter from a 
different station had just fin¬ 
ished working together and 
heard the call come over their 
scanners. They arrived on 
scene before any of the rescue 
trucks arrived and Puttick 
knew he had to act immedi¬ 
ately, considering the vehi¬ 
cle's engine had already 
caught fire. When he 
approached the woman, he 
realized hydro wires had been 
knocked down in the accident 
and were laying under her 
vehicle, giving her electrical 
shocks.

"We didn't even realize the 
hydro wires were under the 
vehicle until I touched it and 
got a litde jolt,” said Puttick. 

"The car was energized, I 
knew I had to think quick 
and do something," he 

Knowing they were on 
borrowed time and that the 
fire was going to spread 
quickly before his colleagues 
from the Fort Erie Fire 
Department (FEFD) arrived, 
he lifted the woman from 


her vehicle and carried her 
to safety moments before it 
would have been too late. 

"We looked back and the 
car was fully engulfed," said 
Puttick, who is a captain 
with station no. 2 and has 
served with the FEFD for 10 

"If I would've waited for 
the pump to get there, she 
would have been burned or 
seriously hurt," said Putdck. 

The incident has been get¬ 
ting a considerable amount 
of media attention around 
the country and in parts of 


the U.S. and most of the time 
Puttick is being referred to as 
a hero. He says being in the 
spotlight is a little over¬ 
whelming and that he didn't 
save this woman's life just 
for the accolades. Through 
his training and his 10-year 
career with the FEFD, he 
knew his actions were nec¬ 
essary to save this woman 
from a potentially much 
more horrific situation. 

"It was a quick decision I 
had to make, it came down 
to life or death," he said. 

Puttick is also glad to hear 


the woman, from Niagara 
Falls, is recovering at home 
and made it out of the acci¬ 
dent in one piece. 

"She probably has some 
bruises and is a little sore, 
but at least she's alive.” 

At Monday's regular 
council meeting, mayor 
Doug Martin commended 
Puttick for his courage and 
bravery. 

"He did exactly what he 
was trained to do and saved 
the life of this lady, so con¬ 
gratulations to him,” said 
Martin.

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Forty tons of algae removed 
from Waverly Beach 


k Rotary Club and

beach cleanup 


Waverly Beach used to be 
a frequented hotspot many 
years ago. 

But now, thanks to the 
hard work of the Fort Erie 
Rotary Club and a group of 
other volunteers, visiting 
the beach will be a little 
more pleasant. 

For the last two Saturdays, 
a crew of community-mind¬ 
ed workers could be found 
along the shore clearing 
away dried up algae and 
gunk manually, while at the 
same time protecting the 
habitat of the Fowler's Toad, 
which has been identified 
as a species at risk by the 
Ontario Ministry of Natural 


ag the algae, 
allows the toads to return to 
their more natural habi- 
tat...that is the shoreline. 
During the two-day initia¬ 
tive, spread out over a week, 
about 40 tons of algae were 
removed from the beach. 

At Monday's council 
meeting, Rotary Club presi¬ 
dent Richard Beifuss and 
volunteer Jack Duerr, who 
lives in the area, made a 
presentation to local politi¬ 
cians, summarizing the 
results of the effort. Duerr 
said the beach has the 
potential to be the gem it 
used to be but when nature 
takes its course over a num¬ 
ber of years, work needs to 
be done to make it more 
presentable. 

"When mother nature 
delivers us a blow of sea¬ 
weed, it can be the ugliest, 
most rotten smelling place 
on Earth," he said. 

Duerr, along with the 
Rotary Club, estimates the 
beach can be maintained 
for about $6,000 per year 
and says they want to work 
with the Town of Fort Erie to 
arrive at a solution to make

ted to the Port Colborne 
Hospital site functioning as 
an inpatient hospital sup¬ 
ported by a 24 hour 7 day per 
week emergency depart¬ 
ment.” The following year; 
2008, the NHS released the 
hospital improvement plan 
which recommended closing 
our emergency department 
and converting it to a 14 hour 
prompt care centre. 

Are we supposed to believe 
that this time it will actually 
happen? 


Their plans do not include 
3 to 6 monitored beds as Dr. 
Kitts recommended. Why 
not? 

Even if they did renova¬ 
tions, how does an urgent 
care centre provide timely 
and equitable access to acute 
and life saving services?

The Carolinian Canada Coalition (CCC) is emoarking on an 
ambitious 3-year program to plan a Coastal Stewardship Trail 
along the north shore of Lake Erie. This “Carolinian Coast” is a 
hotspot for biodiversity and home to globally significant habitats, 
some of the highest concentrations of species at risk in Canada 
and unique heritage sites. On a largely private, multi-use 
landscape, our goal is to connect and strengthen rural and urban 
stewardship efforts by increasing local pride, understanding, 
appreciation and enjoyment of our unique coastal ecosystems. 
The planning of this trail will explore ways to collaborate between 
recreation, tourism, research and conservation, to make a positive 
difference on a significant landscape. 

Our Coastal Trail Plan will build on existing trail segments and 
identify other potential routes in the counties and municipalities 
of Essex, Chatham-Kent, Elgin, Norfolk, Haldimand and 
Niagara. 

Local Ridgeway resident Megan Ihrig is the Coastal Program 
Coordinator for the Carolinian Canada Coalition. With a 
background in environmental economics, ecological restoration 
and experiential education, she views the trail as a way to 
reconnect residents with the diverse Carolinian coast. “The 
Carolinian zone in southwestern Ontario is only 0.25% of Canada’s 
land mass, but is home to over 25% of Canada’s population.
